The: success of this first 
organization resulted in the forma-, 
tion of" more ‘organizations under 
similar principles, now totalling 18 
for the tea growing districts.- 

The Tea Testing Bureau of the 
Ministry of Industry is making 
‘great’ strides’ in" the classification 
and analysis.of Chinese tea.
